He was quite frank in giving the 
name of the store where he had pur- 
chased the watch, but he sald he had 
changed his mind about it.

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Live Market For Canada | 


A live market for Canadian lumber, 
cured meats, livestock and other pro- 
duce is being developed in the Or- 
ient, according to Mr. A. Brostedt, or- 
iental representative, who was in Win- 
nipeg recently on his way back from 
conferences in Montreal, China and 
Japan are both buying considerably 
more Canadian produce than hercto- 
fore, Mr. Brostedt stated, and there is 
room for much greater development 
if Canadian manufacturers and oex- 
porters will study the needs of the 
oriental market and arrange for re- 
presentation in the orient by business 
men who know these countries. - 


Who Gets 
The Difference? 


Friday's closing wheat market in 
Alberta was, for No. 1 Northern, 81 
eents per bushel. 

Vancouver buyers on Friday’s clos- 
ing market paid for the same wheat 
$1.00 per bushel. 

The freight rate from Edmonton or 
Calgary to Vancouver is 13% cents, 
so that instead of receiving 81 cents 
for his wheat, the Alberta farmer 
should have received 8644 cents per 
bushel. In the case of the Peace Riy- 
er farmer, he received only 67 cents 
per bushel instead of 86%4 cents. 

Mayor Blatchford of Edmonton and 
Mr. F. Walker, a grain grower of the 
Edmonton district, are now in Van- 
couver trying to find out how, when 
and where the Alberta farmer is sep- 
arated from that difference of 5% 
cents. 

Referring to the recent increaso in 
Vancouver harbor dues of 1-7 cent per 
bushel, Mr, Walker said: “We farm- 
ers do not understand fractions, so I 
am not very much concerned over 
what appear to be reasonable port 
charges, but what I am _ concerned 
with is who gets the spread between 
thd Alberta price of 81 cents and the 
coast price of $1.00 per bushel.” 

Is it possible for our Peace River 
farmers to live and prosper on 67 cent 
wheat? Is it right that they should 
seed, raise, thresh‘and haul to market 
a bushel of wheat for which they re- 
ceive only 67 cents, while the rail- 
ways are allowed to charge 27% cents 
for hauling that same bushel of wheat 
from Grande Prairie to Vancouver? 
Is it right that public bodies in Van- 
couver should remain idle while these 
Alberta farmers are being trimmed 
for 54% conts por bushel by a bunch 
of Winnipeg grain thieves?—Vancou- 
ver Sun. 


Notes On The Dairy 
Industry of Alberta 


(By Prof. Marker, Univ. of Alberta) 

The dairy industry of Alberta is 
making steady progress. The dairy 
factories manufacture into cheese and 
butter the surplug milk and cream pro- 
duced by 40,000 farmers in an annual- 
ly increasing volume. 

There are 74 creameries in opera- 
tion this year, and it is estimated 
that they will have a combined output 
of 18,000,000 pounds of butter as com- 
pared with 10,417,070 pounds manu- 
factured by the 54 creameries opera- 
ting last year; 69 per cent of this but- 
ter was made north and 32 per cent 
south of Red Deer. 

The 14 cheese factories that are 
now running will, it is estimated, pro- 
duce 1,500,000 pounds of cheese, as} 
compared with the 931,992 pounds| 
turned out by a similar number of 
plants last year, This will mean an 
increase of over 50 por cent in the, 
cheese output. 

A largo quantity of creamery but- 
ter has been exported from the pro- 
vince this year to markets in other 
provinces, to points in the United: 
States, China, Japan, and Great Brit- 
ain. It is worthy of note here, that 
a shipment of 2,600 boxes of Alberta 
creamery butter was forwarded =a 
Septembor to Great Britain via the 
Panama canal. 

Referring genorally to this year's 
markets for dairy products, it may be 
stated that there has beon a free ac-, 
tive market throughout the season, 
and while the prices realized for 
dairy products have been slightly low- 
er than those of past years they have 
still been considerably above the pre- 
war level.

Will 


Canada Grow? 


In 1865, at the end of the civil war, 


the United States had a population of 


38,000,000; Canada had 3,800,000. To- 
day the United States has 110,000,000 
souls; Canada has less than 9,000,000. 
Today the purchasing power of the 
American dollar is 100 cents. Compar- 
ed with the goods which that Amerl- 
can dollar will buy in the United 
States, our Canadian dollar spent in 
Canada will buy goods worth not more 


than 70 cents, and it makeg no differ- 


ence whether the purchase is an auto- 
mobile, a pound of sugar or a cotton 
dress. With commercial comparisons 
of the two countries before us, we 
frankly enquire, where has Canada 
failed to maintain her growth in pop- 
ulation? And why are young Canad- 
jangs today flocking across the border 


into the United States? 


There is nothing wrong with Ca- 
nada, but there is certainly something 
wrong with Canadians; there is too 
much mixing of sentiment with bus- 
iness. We pay too much attention to 
ultra-Imperialists with their dreams 
of empire, and not enough attention 
to such plain questions as, what, when 
and where do we eat? 

The real Britisher is a great imper- 
ilaist, but he is first of all a great 
trader—a business man. The recent 
election in England shows that Great 
Britain has not the slightest idea of 
mixing imperial sentiment with imper- 
fal trade. Regardless of race, creed 
or birth, Great Britain will continue 
to buy in the cheapest world market. 
Lord Beaverbrook told the whole of 
the story when he stated:—"We Brit- 
ishers are traders; we deal with can- 
nibals if they have money to buy, or 
if they have anything to sell.” 

British ships are this very day load- 
ing Washington apples in the port of 
Seattle, while good Canadian apples 
are rotting in British Columbia val- 
leys. Why? Because we Canadians 
instead of getting dawn to the econ- 
omies of trade have been waiting for 
England to pass preferential tariffs. 

The question is, do we Canadians 
really want Canada to prosper and 
grow? If we do, we must cut out sen- 
timent and get down to economics. 
We must abandon some of our hope- 
less, helpless, tariff-bred weaknesses 
and get down to business, We have 
lived so long on government subven- 
tion and government protection that 
we have forgotten how to do business 
without it. In fact, in Canada today 
we refuse to do business with any- 
body upon any terms, and actually try 
to prevent Canadians from doing bus- 
iness with Canadians, This was strik- 
ingly demonstrated by the recent at- 
tempts of our Ottawa government to 
collect 41% duty on Canadian goods 
manufactured in Toronto and shipped 
to Vancouver via the Panama canal. 
It is even more strikingly demonstrat- 
ed by the refusal of Ottawa to order 
Canadian railroads to put into effect 
in Western Canada equalized freight 
rates. Every day that the present 
discriminating freight rates of West: 
ern Canada are allowed to remain in 
force means withholding from Canad- 
ian railroads good Canadian business; 
and meang withholding from this en- 
tire Dominion the prosperity which 
will inevitably result from a real de- 
velopment of Western Canada. 

United action from eastern firms, 
eastern boards of trade, and from our 
eastern press brought about the ap- 


pointment of a customs officer at New; 


York. United action from these same 
bodies can quickly bring equalized 
freight rates for the west, and these 
freight rates are ten times more im- 
portant to the prosperity of Canada. 


REDUCTIONS IN 
RATES ON GRAIN. 
FROM THE NORTH 


Peace River and Grande Prairie 
farmers aro to be given a substantial 
reduction in grain shipping charges 
to Fort William and Vancouver. 

Announcement to this effect was 
wired to Premier Greenfleld’s office 
on Sunday night by D. C. Coleman, 
vice-president of the Canadian Pac- 
ific railway, operators of the B.D. & 
B.C. system, 

The reduction is on a sliding scale 
effective January 19th, the cut to be 
two cents per hundred from Spirit 
River and Berwyn, two and one-half 
cents from Grande Prairic and three 
centg from Sexsmith and Clairmont to 
Vancouver. 

To Fort Willlam charges will be ro- 
duced as follows: From Peace River, 
two cents per hundred; from Berwyn 
and Spirit River four cents; from Sex- 
sinith and Clairmont four and a half 
cents, and from Grande Prairie five 
cents per hundred.

Radical changes in the See eee 


system of the provincial government, 
calculated to tighten control of the 
‘executive council over all expendi- 
tures; to effect ‘considerable economy 
in elimination of duplication of re- 
cords and reduction of staffs, and to 
place the province on a more sound 
financial footing generally, were put 
into effect by the government at the 
beginning of the new year. These 
changes are the main features of Al 
new policy which has been under con- 
sideration by the government since 
the completion of the special audit 
made in 1922, and the new system has 
been installed subsequent to the ap- 
pointment last September of Jameg C. 
Thompson as provincial auditor. 
Briefly, the new system will accom- 


\| plish tho following important results, 
) which were not possible under the 


‘system (which has been in effect in 


past years; 
All departmertal purchases will be 
supqrvised. 


All ¢orsfitments will be audited 
and checked before the expenditures 
are incurred, and not after tho bills 
have been received, as hag been the 
case in the past. 

A central accounting system will be 
established whereby the actual finan- 
cial standing of the province may be 
ascertained on short notice at any 
time. 

The accounts of the province will 
be placed on a revenue and expendi- 
ture basis. 

No commitments will be authorized 
after an appropriation has once been 
exhausted. 

Under the new system revenue will

Wheat production costs were very'the fiscal year, and revenue earned 


high in the majority of the states dur- 
ing the past season, according to a 
report made by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture to the presi- 
dent, Commenting on the analysis, 
the Chicago Trade Bulletin says: 

It ig seldom that a report made by 
a government body gives such frank 
statements as are embodied in the 
wheat summary. It should not be re- 
garded in the light of what effect it 
would have on market values, but ra- 
ther as a real effort to throw light on 
a situation that has been extremely 
puzzling to the producer as well as 
the grain trade. 

It cost on an average of $1.21 per 
bushel to produce wheat in the Da- 
'kotas and Minnesota this year, with- 
out allowance for the rent of the land, 
while in Kansas, Nebraska and Miss- 
ouri_the cost wag $1.20 per bushel. 
The price obtained for the wheat in 
the northwest when the report was 
compiled was 91c and in the south- 
west 94c per bushel, according to the 
department. If land rent is included, 
the cost in the northwest is around 


$1.61 and in the southwest $1.64 per| 


bushel. 

This high cost is owing to several 
factors. One of these is the big ex- 
pansion of acreage in the semi-arid 
territory, where yields are uncertain 
owing to lack of sufficient rainfall, the 
average being 10 to 20 inches per an- 
num. In Ford county, Kansas, which 
is in the semi-arid area, the average 
yield for the last 12 years has been 
7.2 bushels per acre, while in McPher- 
son county, Kansas, in the semi-humid 
belt, it has been 13.1 bushels. Ford 
county has had an average abandon- 
ment of acreage during that period 
of 37.1 per cent, and McPherson coun- 
ty 9.4 per cent. As both counties 
have a large acreage, the losses are 
important factors. 

How to overcome this is the big 
task ahead of the farmer, as well as 
the department of agriculture, which 
must undertake a campaign of edu- 
cation on diversification. In view of 
the fact that the report shows that 
2,000,000 farms derive the better part 
of their income from wheat, the task 
ig huge. 

There is a strong probability that 
farmers will not obtain more that pro- 
duction costs for wheat for some years 
to come, In view of the rapid expan- 
sion of acreage in Canada and the big 
increaso in agricultural activity in 
Europe and in Argentine. It ig point- 
ed out that the world’s production of 
3,461,000,000 bushels this year ig 500,- 
000,000 bushels in excess of the pre- 
war average, exclusive of Russia, and 
the latter furnished only 164,000,000 
bushels yearly to importing countries 
before the war. 

Numerous problems must be solved 
before diversification can be said to 
have been completed and the crop cut 
down to about actual domestic re- 
quirements. In some sections tho 
land may be profitably employed in 

raising flax seed, which crop is only 
about 60 per cent of the annual re- 
‘quirements of the country. There are

The new liquor act and a new election 
bill will be among the important mea- 
sures for the session. 

Dairy Convention 

Preparations are now under way for 
the annual provincial dairy conven- 
tion to be held in Edmonton at the 
Macdonald hotel, January 23, 24 and 
25. In view of the great success of the 
new cream grading system, and the 
effect this system had in placing Al- 
berta butter on the world's markets, 
the subject of grading is to play a big 
part in the program of the convention, 
and will be discussed in all its phas- 
es. Special emphasis is also to be laid 
on. problems of the producers. Pro- 
minent speakers will be present, in- 
cluding one or two noted dairy ex- 
perts from outside the province. A 
banquet will be held the second even- 
ing of the convention. 

Dairy Progress in Alberta 

Alberta's continued progress in the 
dairy industry is revealed by the most 
recent figures announced by Dairy 
Commissioner, who is now preparing 
his annual report. 

The following is a comparison of 
production of butter and cheese be- 
tween 1923 and 1922:

Increased success of the cream 
grading is established by the fact that 
percentage of special ‘grade cream 
hag increased from 32.4 per cent in 
1922 to 39.1 per cent in 1923, and per- 
centage of firsts from 37.3 in 1922 to 
40.5 In 19238, while precentage of se- 
condg has been reduced from 27.2 per 
cent in 1922 to 16.1 per cent in 1923. 
The amount of creamery butter grad- 
ed by the grading service in 1923 was 
10,764,762 Ibs., of which 21.6 per cent 
was graded special and 64.7 per cent 
graded firsts, compared with a total 
of 7,264,210 Ibs. in 1922, of which 27.5 
per cent graded special and 65 per 
cent graded firsts. 

The remarkable success of the 
grading service has had the effect of 
firmly establishing Alberta butter in 
the markets of the world during the 
past year. Nothing but praise has 
come from Britain for the shipments 
made there the past fall, the declar- 
ution being made that the Alberta 
product has found a permanent place 
in that market. 

Alberta Butter Winnings at Exhibl- 

tions 

Alberta butter won 50 per cent of 
all the prizes offered at iwelve exhib- 
itions in Canada during the past year, 
according to a report prepared by Mr. 
Marker, dairy commissioner. Off all 
the first prizes offered at these exhib- 
itions, Alberta won 62.8 per cent. Of 
the total of second prizes offered, Al- 
berta won 60.7 per cent. Of third 
prizes Alberta won 49.6 per cent, of 
fourth prizes 27.2 per cent, fifth pri- 
zeg 23.8 per cent, of sixth prizes 16.6 
per cent, of seventh prizes 25 per cent, 
of eighth prizes 11.1 per cent, of ninth 
prizes 55.5 per cent. 

Coal Shipments to Ontario 

Alberta has shipped approximately 
51,000 tons of coal to Ontario markets 
during the past year, according to 
figures supplied by H. Stutchbury, Al- 
berta trade commissioner. The cam- 
paign conducted by the government to 
make Alberta coal popular in Ontario 
hag met with immense success. The 
matter of securing a permanent low 
freight rate on the Alberta coal to 
the eastern market is still under ne- 
gotlation between Premier Greenfield 
and the officials of the C.N.R.

Fighting the Storm

]*% certain portions of Canada and the United States, the successful 

and regular movement of trains during the winter months often 
depersis upon the use of special equipment, the purpose of which is to 
remove snow and ice from the tracks, and from the direct right of way. 
As a matter of fact, no railroad in Canada or in the northern parts of 
the United States could hope to operate without a complement of snow- 
fighting equipment 

In a study of snow-fighting equipment it 1s interesting to rote that 
its development is very lurgely due to Canadians and to Canadian rail- 
ways, although snow conditions in Canada are no more severe than those 
met with on roads .passing over the Rocky or Cascade Mountains in 
the United States, or through the border States. The principal types 
of snow-fighting equipment may be gewerally classified as engine and 
pilot plows, whith are attached to the engine front or pilot, push plows, 
self-contained units mounted on trucks and pushed by a locomotive, wing 
plows, spreader plows, machine plows which includes the rotary machine, 
tlangers, ice cutters and snow sweepers. 

As far as can be ascertained, the first snow plow ever built was 
ot the push plow type. As this plow derailed frequently, an endeavor 
was made to take advantage of the weight of the locomotive, and thus 
the engine plow was evolved. 

The present rotary plow used on roads, which have to fight deep 
drifts, snow slides or other conditions beyond the capacity of push plows, 
is the most effective instrument that has been developed for that pur- 
pose. These plows can work their way through deep cuts and slides 
where it would be impossible for any other type of plow to lift the snow 
and, in addition, can throw the snow clear of the track. Seen in action. 
these plows present a vather picturesque appearance when viewed from 
the front. The rotary plow, as now used, is a development of a revolving 
sow shovel, patented in 1869 by Mr, J. W. Elliott, a dentist, of Toronto, 
Gin. This elementary device was modified by Orange Jull, of Orange- 
ville, Ontario, and the Jull rotary was taken up by the Leslie Brothers, 
also of Orangeville, who constructed a full-sized model which was tried 
out in the Parkdale yards of the Canadian Pacific in 1884. The success 
of this trial led the Leslie Brothers to have made for them a complete 
plow which was tried out by the Union Pacific Railroad during the win- 
tor of 1886-87. This plow was the forerurner of the modern rotary, 

For many years the Canadian Pacific Railway has constructed its 
plows of steel. It was the first railway to build and use an all-steel 
plow, and the service given by this type has been mairly responsible 
for the all-year communication between eastern and western Canada, the

Finally an attempt to unite was made 
in 1906 at a convention at Lacombe. 
This attempt was a failure, largely 
, because the Society of Equity stood 
by its guns for a dominion-wide as- 
| sociation. On the part of the. Alberta 
| Farmers, the contention was that the 
‘amalgamated, hody shopld’ ‘confine its 
‘operations to’ Alberta pniy. With such 
ith divergence ‘or prifiion, any idea of 
“joining up the two bodies was futile 
at that time. 

Two more years passed and then 
j the issue became quite live again. 
There was a greater feeling in favor 
of unity and the matter was brought 
up at the Calgary convention of the 
Alberta Farmers by the Strathcona 
‘local: 

A resolution favoring amalgama- 
[tion was almost unanimously passed 
and union was successfully carried 
,out at a later convention at Edmon- 
ton. 
| As ig always the case in such am- 
algamations, the name of the new or- 
‘genization was the big question. <A 
| special committee was selected, and 
that body struggled with the name of 
the organization from eight o'clock 
pone morning until one o’clock of the 
next morning. Various suggestions 
were made, such as the Alberta Far- 
mers’ Iquity Union, Alberta Farmers’ 
Equity Association, and the Farmers’ 
Union of Equity. At last, after a long 
debate, the name selected was the 
United Farmers of Alberta, with the 
Motto “Mquity.” 

The resolution favoring the adop- 
tion of thal name was proposed to 
the convention by George -McDonald 
of Olds and adopted with rousing 
cheers. 

This was considered to be a very 
important step in the history of the 
United Farmers and steps were taken 
to secure the pictures of those who 
composed the special committee on 
amalgamation. It is understood that 
with the exception of George Mc- 
Donald and G. Long of Edmonton, 
both of whom have since dicd, the 
committee members are still taking 
an active interest in the affairs of the 
big farmers’ body of Alberta.—The 
Journal.
